USUAL, WE'LL START WITH THE PRESENTATION FROM DR.

SAMBRANO.

SAMBRANO: THANK YOU, DR. STEWARD.
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SO THIS IS THE SEVENTH AND NOW LAST CYCLE
OF THE COVID-19 PROGRAM. AND SO WE ARE BRINGING
RECOMMENDATIONS FROM THE GWG REGARDING THIS LAST
CYCLE FOR COVID-19.

IF T COULD HAVE THE NEXT SLIDE PLEASE. SO
AS YOU KNOW, WE STARTED THIS A FEW MONTHS AGO; AND
OVER THE COURSE OF THE SEVEN OR AT LEAST THE LAST
SIX CYCLES, WE'VE HAD 16 -- PROGRAMS APPROVED.
THREE OF THOSE ARE CLINICAL TRIALS, AND THE TYPES OF
PROJECTS RANGING FROM DISCOVERY THROUGH THE CLINIC
WITH THE $5-MILLION SUPPORT THAT WAS ALLOCATED BY
THE BOARD.

ON THE NEXT SLIDE, IT'S JUST A REMINDER OF
THE DIFFERENT PROGRAM TYPES AND THE AWARD AMOUNTS
AND AWARD DURATIONS. FOR THIS PARTICULAR CYCLE, WE
JUST HAD APPLICATIONS RESPONDING TO THE DISCOVERY OR
EARLY DISCOVERY. THAT WAS DISC1 OR DISC2 PROGRAM.

NEXT SLIDE PLEASE. AND ALSO A REMINDER
THAT FOR THESE DISCOVERY-TYPE PROGRAMS WE DO ASK ALL
APPLICANTS TO PROVIDE A CLEAR DELIVERABLE WITHIN SIX
MONTHS GIVEN THE URGENCY OF COVID-19. FOR THE DISCZ2
IT MEANS THAT THESE PROJECTS NEED TO HAVE DATA FOR A
VIABLE CANDIDATE THAT COULD PROGRESS QUICKLY TO THE
CLINIC. AND FOR THE DISC1S, DATA TO CONFIRM OR

REJECT THE HYPOTHESIS THAT THEY PROPOSE.
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SO ON THE NEXT SLIDE, AS WE PUT THIS
PROGRAM TOGETHER, IT ALSO HAS GIVEN US THE
OPPORTUNITY TO IMPLEMENT SOME NEW AND IMPORTANT
POLICIES. AND ONE OF THEM BEING ADDRESSING THE
NEEDS OF THE UNDERSERVED. THIS IS PARTICULARLY
IMPORTANT BECAUSE COVID-19 HAS HAD A
DISPROPORTIONATE IMPACT ON MINORITY AND UNDERSERVED
COMMUNITIES IN CALIFORNIA AND THROUGHOUT COUNTRY.
AND SO TO ADDRESS THIS FOR A CLINICAL TRIAL PROJECT,
WE'VE REQUIRED THAT ALL APPLICANTS INCLUDE A PLAN
FOR HOW THEY'RE GOING TO PERFORM OUTREACH AND
INCLUSION OF THESE UNDERSERVED POPULATIONS WITHIN
THEIR CLINICAL TRIAL STUDY.

AND THEN FOR THE EARLIER STAGE DISCOVERY
PROJECTS, HOwW IT IS THAT THEY HAVE CONSIDERED THE
DISPROPORTIONAL IMPACT OF COVID-19 ON THOSE
POPULATIONS WITHIN THEIR STUDY PLAN AND DESIGN.

THE NEXT SLIDE SHOWS YOU THE
RECOMMENDATIONS FROM THE GWG. THERE WERE TEN
APPLICATIONS THAT WERE REVIEWED AND TWO RECOMMENDED.
THE TOTAL OF THE TwWO RECOMMENDED IS ABOUT 500,000.
YOU WILL NOTICE THAT THE FUNDS AVAILABLE FROM THE
ORIGINAL $5-MILLION ALLOCATION IS ONLY 272,000.
HOWEVER, THE BOARD ALSO RECENTLY APPROVED AN

ALLOCATION OF TWO MILLION FROM RECOVERED FUNDS FOR

THE DISC2 PROGRAM OVERALL. AND THERE IS THE
POSSIBILITY OF USING THOSE FUNDS AS WELL IN ORDER TO
FUND A COVID-19 DISC2 PROJECT.

SO THE TWO PROJECTS THAT ARE RECOMMENDED
ARE SHOWN ON THIS TABLE. THEY COME BEFORE YOU WITH
VERY SIMILAR SCORES, BOTH HAVING HAD AN 86, 12007
HAVING A MEAN OF 85, THE OTHER ONE A MEAN OF 86.
AND THE FIRST ONE HAVING 14 MEMBERS OF THE
SCIENTIFIC GWG SCORING 85 OR ABOVE; WHEREAS, NINE
SCORED 85 OR ABOVE FOR THE OTHER APPLICATION.

AND SO LET ME JUST GIVE YOU A VERY BRIEF
OVERVIEW OF EACH OF THESE. SO DISC2-12007 IS
ENTITLED "PROHEALING BIOMATERIAL FOR TREATING LUNG
INFLAMMATION ASSOCIATED WITH COVID-19." AND SO WHAT
THIS PROJECT AIMS TO DO IS TO DEVELOP AND TEST AN
EXTRACELLULAR MATRIX-BASED BIOMATERIAL THAT IS
DERIVED FROM EITHER CARDIAC OR LUNG TISSUE. AND
THIS EXTRACELLULAR MATRIX MATERIAL IS THOUGHT TO
HAVE IMMUNOREGULATORY PROPERTIES SUCH THAT IT CAN
REDUCE INFLAMMATION. AND SO THE GOAL IS TO USE THIS
TO TREAT ACUTE RESPIRATORY DISTRESS SYNDROME
ASSOCIATED WITH COVID-19.

THE OTHER APPLICATION, 12020, IS ENTITLED
"BATTLING COVID-19 USING OFF-THE-SHELF

HSC-ENGINEERED INK T-CELLS. SO IN THIS PROJECT THE
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APPLICANTS INTEND TO DEVELOP AN ALLOGENEIC
HSC-DERIVED AND ENGINEERED INK T-CELLS THAT CAN BE
AN OFF-THE-SHELF PRODUCT. THERE ARE TwWO POTENTIAL
CANDIDATES, ONE WHICH IS A UNIVERSAL CELL THERAPY
THAT IS MISSING HLA MOLECULES TO ALLOW IT TO BE
APPLICABLE TO ALL PATIENTS.

THE INTENT TO IS CHARACTERIZE THESE CELLS
AND THEIR ABILITY TO PREVENT INFECTION, TREAT
INFECTION IN CELLS IN ANIMAL MODELS TO SEE IF THEY
HAVE A GOOD CANDIDATE THAT THEY CAN TAKE FORWARD.

SO THAT'S A SUMMARY OF THE TwO

SO AS YOU ALL KNOw, THE BOARD APPROVED
ADDITIONAL FUNDING FOR DISCZ2 PROJECTS AT ITS MEETING

EARLIER THIS WEEK. THERE ARE INSUFFICIENT FUNDS

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REMAINING UNDER THE COVID ROUND TO FUND BOTH OF
THESE APPLICATIONS. BUT, IN FACT, THEY ARE BOTH
DISC2 APPLICATIONS, AND THEY MEET THE CRITERIA FOR
DISC2 AWARDS. THE REVIEW CRITERIA ARE IDENTICAL.
SO THE APPLICATION REVIEW SUBCOMMITTEE COULD USE
DISC2 FUNDS FOR THE PURPOSES OF MAKING ONE OF THESE
AWARDS. THERE IS ONLY ONE DIFFERENCE, WHICH IS THE
TIME PERIOD DURING WHICH THE AWARDEE HAS TO
DEMONSTRATE RESULTS, WHICH IS A SHORTER TIME FRAME
FOR COVID WHICH COULD BE ADDRESSED THROUGH THE
NOTICE OF AWARD TO ENSURE THAT EVEN THOUGH THE FUNDS

SCORING HERE.

SO THE APPLICATIONS ARE TIED IN TERMS OF
MEDIAN SCORE. THEY DIFFER IN TERMS OF MEAN SCORE.
BUT THERE'S ALSO DIFFERENCES IN THE NUMBER OF GRANTS
WORKING GROUP MEMBERS WHO VOTED FOR AND AGAINST
FUNDING, MEANING ABOVE AND BELOW THE 85 RANGE. GIL,
COULD YOU JUST UNPACK THAT JUST A LITTLE BIT,
STARTING WITH THIS FIRST ONE?

DR. SAMBRANO: SURE. SO AS MENTIONED, THE
APPLICATION SCORED AN 86. THE RANGE OF SCORES WAS
BETWEEN 80 AND 90. SO NINE OF THOSE MEMBERS SCORED
EITHER 85 OR ABOVE. I THINK ALL OF THEM WERE NEAR
THE EDGE.

IN TERMS OF JUST THE OVERALL COMMENTS FROM

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THE REVIEWERS, I THINK THIS IS AN APPLICATION THAT
WAS PREVIOUSLY REVIEWED, RESUBMITTED, AND SO IN
GENERAL IT WAS FELT THAT THE APPLICANTS DID A VERY
GOOD JOB IN ADDRESSING THE CONCERNS. THERE WERE
STILL SOME CONCERNS THAT SOME FELT COULD HAVE BEEN
EITHER IMPROVED UPON OR MADE A BETTER PROPOSAL.
THERE ARE SOME THAT I THINK ARE DIFFICULT BECAUSE
YOU WOULD NEED TO KIND OF DO THE EXPERIMENT TO FIND
OUT, SUCH AS THE CONCERN RELATED TO THE CYTOKINE
RELEASE AND THE POTENTIAL FOR THESE CELLS, IF
DEVELOPED, TO ULTIMATELY HAVE SOME NEGATIVE EFFECTS.
BUT THAT IS SOMETHING THAT'S DIFFICULT TO DO.

BUT I THINK, IN GENERAL, THEY FELT THAT
THIS IS A GOOD GROUP THAT ACTUALLY RESPONDED VERY
QUICKLY TO THE REVIEWER CONCERNS AND WERE ABLE TO
PUT FORWARD A PROPOSAL THAT LOOKS GOOD.

SO I CAN ANSWER ANY OTHER QUESTIONS THAT
YOU MAY HAVE OR THAT ANYBODY ELSE HAS ON THE
PROJECT.

DR. STEWARD: THANK YOU, MARIA.

MOVING, THEN, TO -- COULD WE GET THAT
SCREEN BACK UP, GIL?

DR. STEWARD: MOVING THEN TO THE SECOND
GRANT LISTED HERE. AND, AGAIN, GIL, IF YOU COULD

WALK US THROUGH WHAT THE GRANT IS ABOUT AND THE
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REVIEWER COMMENTS.

DR. SAMBRANO: SURE. RIGHT. SO THIS
SECOND APPLICATION ON THE PROHEALING BIOMATERIAL FOR
TREATING ACUTE RESPIRATORY DISTRESS SYNDROME, SO
THIS ONE ALSO HAD A SCORE OF 86. THE MEAN WAS A
LITTLE LOWER, AND THE RANGE OF SCORES WAS BETWEEN 70
AND 92. SO IT WAS JUST A BROADER RANGE.

THE NUMBER, HOWEVER, OF GWG MEMBERS
SCORING 85 OR ABOVE WAS 14 TO ONE THAT SCORED BELOW.
SO, IN GENERAL, A VERY FAVORABLE OUTCOME. SO THE
APPLICATION IS FOCUSED ON DEVELOPING THIS
EXTRACELLULAR MATRIX-BASED MATERIAL THAT HAS ALREADY
BEEN DEVELOPED FOR SOME OTHER INDICATIONS, ONE OF
WHICH HAS ALREADY GONE THROUGH A PHASE 1 CLINICAL
TRIAL. AND THE GOAL IS TO DEVELOP THIS MATERTIAL
WITH THE HOPES OF TREATING PATIENTS WITH ARDS.

THERE IS EVIDENCE TO SUGGEST THIS HAS SOME
IMMUNOREGULATORY PROPERTIES AND SO MAY BE ABLE TO
ALLEVIATE THIS IN PATIENTS WITH COVID-19.

SO, AGAIN, THIS IS A RESUBMISSION. SO THE
APPLICANTS ARE GOING THROUGH THE SECOND CYCLE OF
REVIEW. AND, ALSO, THE GWG FELT THAT THE APPLICANTS
DID A GOOD JOB IN RESPONDING TO THE CONCERNS AND
COMMENTS. ONE OF THE MAJOR ONES FROM THE PREVIOUS

REVIEW WAS THE ANIMAL MODEL THEY WERE USING WHICH
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THEY THOUGHT WAS NOT QUITE APPROPRIATE FOR OR
RELEVANT TO COVID-19. SO THAT WAS MODIFIED AND
CHANGED. AND SO WITH THE CHANGES, I THINK THE
REVIEW PANEL FELT THAT THIS WAS A MUCH STRONGER AND
MERITORIOUS APPLICATION.

HAPPY TO ADDRESS ANY SPECIFIC QUESTIONS
YOU MAY HAVE.

MS. BONNEVILLE: O0S?

DR. SAMBRANO: DID WE LOSE HIM?

MS. BONNEVILLE: WE DID, BUT I THINK HE'S
JOINING AGAIN. OS, CAN YOU HEAR US? 3J.T., DO YOU
WANT TO CONTINUE?

CHAIRMAN THOMAS: THANK YOU, MARIA. SO
THE ISSUE, HERE AGAIN, IS IN ORDER TO FUND THIS
GRANT, WE WOULD NEED TO TAKE -- WHAT'S THE EXACT

INJURY IN GENERAL IS THAT THEY OFTEN PRESENT REALLY
LATE IN THE COURSE WHEN THE INFLAMMATORY PATHWAYS
AND INNATE IMMUNE PATHWAYS TO THE VIRUS HAVE ALREADY
BEEN ACTIVATED. AND I THINK THAT'S ONE OF THE
REASONS THAT, DESPITE 50 YEARS OF RESEARCH INTO LUNG
INJURY AND ARDS NOT DUE TO COVID, THE ONLY THERAPIES
THAT REMAIN PROVEN ARE THOSE FOCUSED ON PREVENTING
THIS SECOND HIT OF INFLAMMATION, WE CALL IT, THAT'S
ACTUALLY DUE TO THE MECHANICAL VENTILATOR THAT WE
CALL VENTILATOR-INDUCED LUNG INJURY.

THE MAJOR ADVANTAGES OF OUR PROPOSAL IN
THAT REGARD ARE WE PROPOSE A TREATMENT THAT WILL
TARGET THE ORGANS MOST AFFECTED BY
VENTILATOR-INDUCED LUNG INJURY. WE ALSO INTEND TO
GIVE THIS THERAPY IMMEDIATELY PRIOR TO THE ONSET OF
MECHANICAL VENTILATION WHICH WILL ELIMINATE IMPLICIT

BIASES FROM CLINICIANS, WHICH IS CRITICAL, AS KAREN
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SAID, GIVEN THE RACIAL DISPARITIES THAT EXIST IN
COVID-19 INCIDENCE AND OUTCOMES.

AND FINALLY, THIS OFFERS THE VERY UNIQUE
OPPORTUNITY TO PRETREAT AGAINST THE SECOND
INFLAMMATORY INSULT CAUSED BY THE VENTILATOR THAT WE
SO SELDOM GET IN THE INTENSIVE CARE UNIT. THIS IS
ALSO IMPORTANT BECAUSE 20 TO 25 PERCENT OF PATIENTS
HOSPITALIZED WITH COVID-19 REQUIRE MECHANICAL

WHICH HAVE THE POTENTIAL FOR A THERAPY TO MAKE A
MAJOR IMPACT.

CHRISTMAN SAYS. SHE HAS A LOT OF EXPERIENCE WORKING
WITH THE FDA, AND SHE HAS TESTED THIS EXTRACELLULAR
MATRIX TECHNOLOGY IN ANOTHER CLINICAL CONTEXT, WHICH
MAKES IT IMMEDIATELY TRANSLATABLE, WHICH I CAN TELL
YOU WE NEED.

DO OUR PART TOWARDS THE WORLDWIDE EFFORT GOING ON TO

JOINED YOU IN.

SO WITH THAT, I JUST wWOULD LIKE TO END TO
THANK MR. ROWLETT FOR THE CONGRATULATORY TEXT FOR
THE DODGERS TAKING THE GIANTS IN LAST NIGHT'S
OPENER. THAT MUST HAVE BEEN SOMEBODY ELSE.

MR. ROWLETT: SO MOVED THE CHAIR IS NOT
LUCID RIGHT NOW.

DR. PRIETO: IT WASN'T ME EITHER.

CHAIRMAN THOMAS: MAYBE IT WAS GIL.

THANK YOU, EVERYBODY. WITH THAT, WE STAND
ADJOURNED. AND, GIL, ONE LAST QUESTION. WHEN
SHOULD WE EXPECT THE NEXT CONVENING OF THE
APPLICATION REVIEW SUBCOMMITTEE, WHICH AT THAT POINT
WILL BE CONSIDERING RECOMMENDATIONS FROM THE GWG FOR
CLINICAL GRANTS FURTHER TO THE NEXT ROUND THAT WE
WILL BE CONSIDERING?

APPLICATIONS COME IN. WE NOW HAVE THE CLINZ2 AND
DISC2 BROADER PROGRAMS OPEN. AND THE FIRST DEADLINE
FOR CLIN2 IS AT THE END OF THIS MONTH. SO THERE IS
THE POSSIBILITY THAT THAT WOULD TRANSLATE TO A

REVIEW IN SEPTEMBER AND ARS IN OCTOBER.
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CHAIRMAN THOMAS: OKAY. SOUNDS FUNNY.
WE'RE USED TO THESE THINGS LIKE EVERY OTHER DAY NOW.

DR. SAMBRANO: THAT'S RIGHT. SUDDENLY IT
SEEMS LIKE A LONG TIME.

CHAIRMAN THOMAS: THANKS AGAIN,
EVERYBODY. STAY SAFE AND HEALTHY. AND WITH THAT,
WE ARE ADJOURNED.
